Two and one-half cents per pound tax on 
cotton, at the present price which rules in 
the market, is sixtecu and two-thirds per 
cent. on the gross product, 26 per cent. on 
the net receipts, The percentage will ruin 
any planter who attempts to raise cotton 
with our present system of labor, and I 
think a great many are already ruined and 
have planted their last time 
We are now receiving a little more than 7 

ts in gold, which is less than we had for 
it before 
pay, and when every article, which a planter 
was compelled to purchase, was at least 
two-thirds cheaper. Then a pound of cotton 
would buy a pound of coffee, and a pound 
of cotton would purchase two and a half 
pounds of bacon-— now it requires two pounds

roasting. I make astuffing of bread crumbs, 
dry, and two or three good-sized onions | 
chopped fine, and about two tablespoonfuls 
of finely powdered sage, well seasoned with 
salt and pepper. Allow no water in the pan, | 
bake whole in a good oven, and rub often | 
with a little bag of butter. When done, the 
fat should all be poured from the pan, ao 
little water added to the brown gravy, boiled 
uy, and either poured over the pig or served 
inatureen. It should be served with hot 
plates, apple-sauce, hot, and very nice onion 
rauce 

** The onion sauce is made in the following 
way, and is excellent with roast leg of mut- 
ton, boiled mutton, or roast pork:—Peel six 
or seven good-sized onions, and boil in water. 
When tender, drain, and chop fine. Set to 
hola little over a pint of milk, water will 
do if you have no milk, but it will require 
more butter. Take atablespoonful of flour, 
blend with a small piece of butter, and stir 
in the milk. When boiling, put in the onions 
and serve hot. 

VEGETABLE Sour.—Scrape and cut into 
thin shees four carrots, peel and slice three

turnips, cut up two or three heads of celery, 
according to size, or the hearts of two let- 
tuces. Peel and slice six large onions, or | 
bd nist onions of corre sponding. weight, 
also six prood und potatoes. Fry these in 
half a pound of butter, or clear beef drip- 
pugs; then pour on four quarts of boiling | 


water, and let all boil slowly, or rather sim- 
iner, for three hours and a half, or even four 
hours. Season to your taste. When ready, 
strain and serve. A spoonful of mushroom, 
or walnut catchup, very much improves the 
soup; also it is good to stew with it a crust 
of bread toasted very hard and brown, but 
not burnt. Some persons like a handful of 
eweet herbs put in. In summer, instead of 
carrots, turnips, or celery, you may use some 


cucumbers, more icttuces, young onions, 


green peas, and mint, etc. 
Lir SALVE.—Melt a lump of sugar in one 
and a half tablespoonfuls of rose-water; mix 


it with two tablespoonfuls of sweet oil, a 
piece of spermaceti half as large as an English 
walnut; simmer te whole, and turn it into 
boxes, 

KEEPING AND SETTLING CorrEF.—The

in a warm place until it dues. This will 
prevent the escape of al! aroma, is not af- 
fected by moisture, and the egg helps settle 
the coffce when it is ground and steeped.”

Poisonous Air. 


The Paris correspondent of the New York 
Times thus refers to the pvison which per- 
sons inhale in crowded halls :— 

Some one has been making an analysis 
lately of the air we breathe in a theatre or 
other close house containing a thousand or 
more persons. He carried into a theatre at 
10 o'clock at night a bottle of ice placed on 
a plate, and then collected the vapor which 
rapidly condensed on the outside of the bot- 
tle an«l flowed down on the plate. At Orst 
the vapor thus collected had the smell, the 
taste, and, so far as could be determined, 
every chemical quality belonging to the 
waters of the most deadly fever marshes.
